EXPLOSIVE POWDER 


G. M. Hathaway Gives Startling- 


Exhibition of Its Powers. 


MOEE DEADLY THAU DYNAMITE.

Grains Placed Between Cakes of Ice 


and Then Instantly Exploded by 
Means of Caps—Powder Can Only 
Be Exploded by Using a Large Dy- 
namite Percussion 
Cap. 


Professor G. M. Hathaway of Wells- 


boro, Pa., has invented a gray powder 
which threatens to revolutionize the 
system cf explosives, says a special 
dispatch from Cleveland to the St. 
Louis Republic. Fourteen years have 
been spent in the perfection of this 
mixture. On the outskirts of Cleve- 
land he gave a most startling exhibi- 
tion of the power of his invention. 


He pounded the mixture on an anvil 


•with a sledge hammer until the sparks 
flew, and not the slightest explosion 
occurred; he set it on fire, and it 
burned readily without any detonation, 
while the inventor stood over the 
blaze-calmly adding the deadly fuel to 
the flames; he placed it in a tin box 
and, fired rifle bullets through Jt with 
a speed of 1,850 feet a second, a speed 
that kills at two miles, a test which no 
other explosive known to science will 
withstand. Then he placed a small 
pile of his mixture on a piece of three- 
sixteenth inch boiler plate, explod- 
ed it by means of a percussion cap aiid 
cut a hole out of the steel mass as 
cleanly and as easily as though it had 
been cheese instead of plate of highest 
hardness. 


That is the kind of explosive that 


Professor Hathaway has evolved in 
fourteen years. It is as harmless as 
face powder and also more powerful, 
more deadly, than dynamite, naaximite 
or the much vaunted lyddite. 


The test made at stop No. S on the 


Cleveland and Eastern trolley line w as 
the first really public exhibition of 
hathamite, which is the name given by 
the inventor to the new explosive. By 
this the inventor announced to the 
world the result of his long labor. A 
party of twenty persons witnessed the 
series of tests. 


The powder can only be exploded 


when a dynamite percussion cap of 
large size is used. The cap must be 
powerful. To illustrate this, light per- 
cussion caps irere mixed with the ex- 
plosive and tlie mixture pounded until 
the caps exploded without setting o3 
the hathamite. 


Tests were then made to show its 


power. Some of the explosive was 
frozen between two large cakes of ice 
•weighing about 150 pounds. The pow- 
der was allowed to remain between 
the ice cakes for nearly an hour. It 
was then exploded by means of the 
caps. All that remained of the ice 
cakes were two small piles of snow— 
not finely crushed ice, but snow—from 
which snowballs could be easily made. 
This quality enables the use of the ex- 
plosive in Alaska during the winter 
months. 


A one pound regulation army shell 


was exploded within a receptacle. The 
shell was blown into a thousand 
pieces. A long wooden trough made 
of planks an inch in thickness w-as 
next used. The hathamite was laid 
in a train and exploded. The detona- 
tion was so sudden that it seemed as 
if but one explosion had occurred, that 
at the end of the trough. 
At least 


that was all that -was perceptible to 
the huiuau senses. A t>earcb was made 
for the trough. The ground where it 
had stood wi>s perforated with tiny 
holes made by splinters blown into the 
soil. 
On the ground were found in- 


numerable slivers of wood, none larger 
than a match. 


Tests have been made in which a 


green leaf was laid upnn a sheet of 
hardest steel. Over this was placed 
another plate, and the hathamite wa3 
exploded upon this. The result was 
the impress of the leaf upon the steel. 


The public tests were made under 


the auspices of Messrs. Rose and 
Sears of Cleveland.

THE GIRLS OF KASHMIR. 


"SVliy Tliey Ar* ISot as Beaallful as 


Tliey Once "\Vc-re. 


The girls of Kashmir in former times 


were sold and carried away to the 
Punjab, in ludia. They commanded a 
huge price, and parents in moderate 
circumstances for centuries past have 
been in the habit of parting with their 
daughters to- place tbemselvcs in easier 
circumstances, and the daughters havr 
generally been quite willing to escape 
from a life of penury aud labor to one 
of opulence and ease. 


A laboring man in this part of India 


cannot earn over £2 or $3 a month, 
while many receive for their daughters 
ns high as 81,000. There are some cases 
where $3,000 was p:iid, but the usual 
price has been from ?n.OO to .$500. 


The practice becamo so common as 


well as so damaging tiiat a severe law 
was enacted prohibiting any one from 
removing any woman from the coun- 
try, but it is said that the business 
goos on now as it has done for hun- 
dreds of years, and to that practice 
may be charged the fact that the wo- 
men of Kashmir are not as beautiful 
as they once were. 
| The process of taking all the beauti- 


i ful girls away, leaving only the orcli- 
| nary and ugly ones to continue the 


j race, has lowered the standard of beau- 


I ty. Most of the woaien and girls per- 


form field labor as much as the men, 
and their dress is of the coarsest and 
plainest materials, consisting- of a gar- 
ment like a nightgown made of white 
cotton. There is no effort to have it flt. 


The condition of women in Kashmir 


is a very sad one, but one from which 
there does not seem to be any present 
escape. It is a constant struggle to 
live, without the least hope of any ac- 
cumulation or of ever seeing better 
clays. 


The men only receive about 5 cents a 


day and the women generally about S 
ceuts. niul that will provide only the 
coarsest food.—Philadelphia Inquirer.
